OItB.IT COSS OT LIFE AND PHOP£ftTY. 

The New Orleans papers are filled with 
accounts of the damage done by the roudt 
hurricane which vi-ited the Gulf coast. A

11 From Puiiit-a-1 i-Haehe to Pjrt St, Philip, 
te(l bank of the river, an extent of country 
meastirin^ nearly forty miles, xvas totally sul>- 
merged by the soa — the waters rising, on (he 
highest Spots on dry ground, to fourteen feet 
at Fort St Phillip. about ten at (Ira nd-Prat- 
rie, five or eij al Point-a-ls. ELiehe. Thodgb 
back of Ihe field* in Ihe lalter locality a 
Strong and substantial levee, measuring about 
15 miles iu length, had just boon completed 
at the expense of tho State, arid was tho'iiiht 
to bo proof against any sea tid?s, yet the 
waters rOiC above it, and completely inundat- 
ed Ihe fields. i 

I am just now informed lhat not a Mngle 
vestige of thia levco is to be s-icn at present. 
it having been entirely washed away by Ihe 
storm. Tho rice farmers hid, commenced 
operations about len or twelve days ago*, and 
Uid a large amount of their crops already 
harvested when the storm broke out. Many 
of them had on hand, a good deal of rice from 
last year's crop in their stack-yard, but loet 
every bit of it, with all their live stock, and 
had a great many of their orange trees up- 
rooted. 

About twenty pcuionsaroeaid to have been 
drowned, and I should not wonder if their 
number wa.i greater, because ell the fisher- 
m* a encamped on the banks of the bayous 
and bays oti the eastern eide of the river, 
amounting lo ono or two hundred at this s4i. 
son of tho y&it t mnrf havo craped, if at all, 
with Iho itroute.it difficulty, for there, Iho tea

iner, we have been painfully impressed with 
the faot that the majority of far mere esdly 
neglect their frutt orchard;. . Where ono or- 
chard is properly managed, ten are shamfully 
neglected! t VBadciiliurc," did we say? No- 
culture would be neater tlie truth. IiOo£ at 
that orchard of young trees set out six or 
seven . years aince... There is not a thrifty, 
healthy lookin^.tree arnon^ them 1 Many aro 
dead, sonic dying, and all are sickly and un- 
productive. It is a tad sight. " Were tho 
trees unhealthy when set out, or arc they poor 
rarities, or U the climate to-? severe?" Not 
at all. Other orchards in the neighborhood 
are healthy, prpdu ell voj arid a source of pro- 
fit to their owners! It 'ii tad management ; 
the entire abicncc of good culture. The trees 
were stuck out iu Email holes dujr, in a wheat 
held, and Icltto live or Ole* a^jt might chance. 
Since thcu the field has boon in grass or 
^rain ;. the orchard has received less culture 
than almost any other part of tbe farm, from 
the idea probably that the trees would take 
care of themselves; . This man is a subscri- 
bsr of Ihe Ginttt-e Farmer, but we arc ashaai* 
cd of him; Wo. hofe none of his neighbora 
sic Him take the paper out of the po3boffice. 
Can't we periuade yoii, KaiEND FiWlTI,E£3 / 
to do something with that orchard? Wo 
should prefer tosec. it eu.l up^ root and branch: 
bat, if this is asking t/yj much, do cut out all 
the dead and dying limbs : put the plow inlo 
the soil this fall and give it a good summer- 
fallowing next season. Youj have liltle ma- 
Dure to £pare, (we may bo mistaken on this 
point, luasoiuch as the dark pools in the barn- 
yard indicate that it. is not very carefully pre- 
served) but f f you ee'irfc/ spare a little, it would 
do the trees no harm. Suppose you try a lit- 
tle ? At all events, do ivnething for that or- 
chard. Your corn looks well. It has been 
properly cultivated. . You plowed tho land 
well and deep, and Ihe horse^oe has been 
freely used, keeping the soil clean and mel- 
low. The crop will to good and does you, 
credit. You cultivated your potatoes Weill 
iho land is very clean, and you have a good 
crop. You put in your wheat last fall oa a 
good summer-fallow. ^ You provided what 
TVLL calls a good " pasture" for tho roots Id 
feed in, add your heart gladdened a bounti- 
ful harvest. Can uol you tike a hint from 
these results ? Cultivate jour trees half as 
well as you cultivate your corn, and your or- 
chard would be a Credit to* ydtt;

Vtt- 
m'ers will tiko'pairis to prepare their land for 
tvheat and other gr.ttn crops ; but fruit trtc-3 
intended for a permanent orchard, and iovolv» 
ing considerab'.o expense in Ihelr purchsj^, 
aro set out, with little thought or care, on 
land which has received 110 adequate prcpara*
